3,001,MO MORE ACRES MADE 
AVAILABLE FOR HOMESTEADS 


Lands Classed I’nder Stock 
Raising 
Act Are in Wyoming, Cali­ 
fornia and Montana. 


Washington. Sept. 18. -N early 3,* 
lMX).000 acres of land in Wyoming, 
California and Montana were classi­ 
fied during August by the Department 
of Interior under 
the 
stockraising 
homestead law. which makes public 
lands available 
for entry for stock- 
raising purposes in homesteads 
of 
640 acre* or less, the department to­ 
day announced. 
The areas by State 
were: 
Wyoming, 
2.(111,084 
acres; 
California, 917,599; and Montana, 23,- 
545 acres. 
Since passage of the act 
in 1916 
i * o r e than 81.000,000 acres 
have been classified as stock-raising 
land through the Geological 
Survey. 
Approximately 
740,000 
acres 
in 
Montana, Colorado 
and Idaho were 
classified during 
the 
month 
under 
laws which provid for entry of non- 
irrigable tracts in subdivisions of 220 
acres or less for dry-farming purpos­ 
es, and 151,000 acres in California and 
Wyoming were classed as within pro­ 
ducing oil and gas structures under 
an act passed last February. 


Whj Not Farm Labor Schedule? 


.Jefferson City, Mo., 
Sept. 
20.— 
“ Why not have annual farm 
labor 
schedules by counties adopted 
for 
reasonable prices for average month­ 
ly wages with and without board, 
harvest wages 
with 
and 
without 
board cutting shock corn on hill land 
and bottom 
land with and without 
board, also snapping 
and 
shucking 
< orn ?’’ 
The foregoing question is submit­ 
ted for consideration and discussion 
at local and county agricultural meet­ 
ings, as well as around the evening 
fireside circle. 
The Howard County Farm Bureau 
has lately set an average rate of 25 
cents per shock for upland corn and 
30 cents for river bottom crops. The 
farmers and corn shuckers are meet­ 
ing together in Southeast 
Missouri 
counties to establish reasonable prices 
on corn shucking schedules. 
Farming is the biggest business in 
the state and nation, and the time 
has come for co-operation 
and prac­ 
tical administration in the business 
affairs of agriculture. 


Hog Cholera W arning. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 20.— An 
announcement bearing a “mixed in­ 
fection’’ of congratulation and warn­ 
ing is made today by State Veterin­ 
arian Doctor I). F. I.uckey assuring 
the public that although Missouri is 
clearer today from hog cholera than 
ever before in several years, but that 
with the heavy September rains and 
big crop of corn, there is radically in 
creased danger 
of 
new 
infection 
spreading, unless the farm ers 
keep 
strict watch on incipient outbreaks. 
The message further says: 
“Now is the time for every hog 
raiser in Missouri to look out for hog 
cholera, especially in Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
While this state is almost free 
from cholera, there are some centers 
of infection left. 
The recent rains 
will wash this infection, and scatter 
it more or less. 
Outbreaks of hog 
cholera may be expected at any time 
long any running streams or drainage 
ditches. 
Every hog owner should be 
on his guard all this fall, and have 
his hogs vaccinated promptly if there 
is any sign of disease in bis immedi­ 
ate community. 
A little neglect 
at 
this time may result in widespread 
outbreaks of cholera.” 
You can write on a calling card all 
the rules and instructions that are 
necessary to control and keep down 
hog cholera. 
Summed up in plain 
and practical words the hog cholera 
jgospel is as follows: 
“ (1) The owner 
must wat<*h his 
hogs closely. 
(2> If any sign of dis­ 
ease appears among them he should 
call a competent veterinarian prompt 
ly. 
(3) If cholera is found, the dis- 
esed and exposed herds should be vac­ 
cinated forthwith. 
(4) Burn all hogs 
that die of any disease whatsoever."

l<ondon. 
England, 
Sept. 
14. 
Thanks to the step- taken 
by 
the 
League of Nations, -omt 10,900 w ar 
j prisoners comprising alt the 
Greek 
land Bulgaraian captive- will prob­ 
ably soon be repatriated. 
The gen­ 
eral question of repatriation, which 
is full of political and technical dif­ 
ficulties. was placed in the hands of 
I>r. Nansen by the 
Council 
of the 
League, and great progress wa* re­ 
ported at 
the last 
meeting of the 
council in 
London. The case of the 
Greek and Bulgarian prisoners was 
then -pecially brought forward and 
was referred by the council *«» Dr. 
Nansen, who has not been long 
in 
achieving an important success. There 
are 
9584 
Bulgarian 
prisoners 
in 
Greece and 348 Greek prisoners in 
Bulgaria, at the time of writing. 
The Gri*ek Government it under 
no obligation to repatriate th** Bul­ 
garians 
as the Treaty of Peace has 
not come into force, but in it- wish 
to give new proof of good will, it has 
now informed Dr. Nansen of it- de­ 
cision to 
repatriate 
all Bulgarian 
prisoners, only retaining thMi to he 
handed over as soon as the Bulgarian 
Government 
repatriates 
the 
34S 
Greeks in Bulgaria. 
Dr. Nansen has 
aproaehed the Bulgarian Government, 
urging release of the Greeks, and the 
Greek Government has 
asked 
the 
Bulgarian Government to send repre­ 
sentative* to Salonika, 
where, 
with 
the Greek representatives, they will 
constitute a mixed commission 
in­ 
trusted 
with the 
repatriation 
of 
prisoners.

bill, the Toled«» 
Pioneer, a 
negro 
newspaper, copies of which have re­ 
ceived here, says: 
“This civil recognition must come. 
It i- a right conferrefi upon us by con­ 
stitutional law. 
“ We will not only have the bene­ 
fit of their help, but back of them 
will starnl Harry L. Da\is, candidate 
for Governor, and former Mayor of 
the City of Cleveland. 
More than 
that, we will have the moral supp«»rt 
of our candidate for the presidency, 
Senator Warren G. Harding. 
In hi- speech of acceptance, his 
words are an eloquent indorsement of 
the spirit and letter «if the Beatty 
bill the purpose of which was to in­ 
sure to th«- colored people their civil 
rights by imposing heavy penalties 
upon those who wouhl 
«leny 
them 
these rights. 
"In other word*, they would have 
the right to choose the hotel at whu h 
they might stop, the theater which 
they might attend, with no questions 
asked and no insult offered. 
“The enactment of such a law by 
the Ohio General Assembly, and its 
rigi«l enforcement would have 
the 
effect very soon of bringing the color­ 
ed people into the full enjoyment of 
all th«*ir rights, which Senator Hard­ 
in v *ays ‘the 
American spirit 
of 
fairness and justice demands.’ 
‘‘With six of our own race in 
the 
Legislature, backed as they would be 
by Gov. Davis, and with the moral in­ 
fluence of the incoming national a«l- 
ministration of Warren 
G. Harding, 
we do not see how we eouht fall to 
put over a measure similar to 
the 
Beatty bill.”

MAN SAVES WIFE 
IN NICK OF TIME 


Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 20.— An 
announcement bearing a “mixed in­ 
fection" of congratulation and w arn ­ 
ing is made today by State Veterin­ 
arian Doctor D. F. Luckey assuring 
the public that although Missouri is 
clearer today from hog cholera than 
ever before in several years, but that 
with the heavy Septem ber rains and 
big crop of corn, there is radically in 
creased danger 
of 
new 
infection 
spreading, unless the farm ers 
keep 
strict watch on incipient outbreaks. 
The m essage further says: 
“ Now is the tim e for every hog 
raiser in Missouri to look out for hog 
cholera, especially in Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
While this state is almost free 
from cholera, th e re ,a re some centers 
of infection left. 
The recent rains 
will wash this infection, and scatter 
it more or less. 
Outbreaks of hog 
cholera may be expected at any time 
long any running stream s or drainage 
ditches. 
Every hog owner should be 
on his guard all this fall, and have 
his hogs vaccinated promptly if there 
is any sign of disease in his immedi­ 
ate community. 
A little neglect 
at
